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1. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 3/7/05 and refers to the 
Office action mailed 12/10/04. 

2. Claims 5, 9, 23, 24 and 26 are objected to because of the following informalities: in 
claim 5, 1. 3, insert -the group consisting of— at the end of the line, in 1. 4, insert -an- after "one 
of and change "or" at the end to —and—. In claim 9 "said activator" strictly lacks antecedent 
basis. In claim 23, 1. 4, begin the line with —wherein—, change the first comma to -and— and 
delete the second comma; in the last three lines —said activator— strictly lacks antecedent basis. 
In claim 24, first line, change the middle comma to -and-. In claim 26, 1. 4, "said activator" 
strictly lacks antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-7, 10-12, 14-16 and 18-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Razavi I as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 5 of the 
previous Office action. 

5. Claims 1-7, 10-12, 14-16 and 18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 

t 

anticipated by Razavi II as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 6 of the 
previous Office action. 

6. Claims 1-12 and 14-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either of Razavi I or Razavi II as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 8 of 
the previous Office action. 

7. Applicants arguments filed 3/7/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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The abstracts of both Razavi I and II may be read to mean that the separate step of 
combining the metallocene with the activator as well as the combination of the support with the 
catalyst composition is carried out at the higher temperature, i.e. 85-130 °C. Hence the 
anticipation rejections stand. 

Both Razavi I and II disclose that their objectives are to obtain catalysts having higher 
productivity with lower fouling; Razavi I at p. 2, 1. 23-27, Razavi II at col. 2, 1. 13-19. Hence 
both applicants and the prior art have the same motivation. Hence the obviousness rejections 
stand. 

As applicants are well-aware, each case is prosecuted on its own merits, hence referring 
to what was done in another case is unavailing. 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1. 1 1 1(b) because they amount to a 
general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out 
how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. 

Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1(c) because they do not clearly 
point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of 
the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how 
the amendments avoid such references or objections.
